“(3-A)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  other  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  where,  due  to  unavoidable  circumstances  or  in 
public  interest,  it  b not  practicable  to  hold  an  election  to  constitute 
a Zila  Panchayat  before  the  expiry  of  its  deration.  The  State 
Government  or  an  officer  authorized  by  It  in  this  behalf  may,  by  order, 
appoint  an  Administrative  Committee  consisting  of  such  number  ot 
persons  qualified  to  be  elected  as  members  of  the  Zila  Panchayat,  asi 
may  consider  proper  or  an  Administrator  and  the  members  of  the 
Administrative  Gommittee  or  the  Administrator  shall  hold  office  tor 
such  period  not  exceeding  six  months  as  may  be  specified  in  the  said 
order  and  all  powers,  functions  and  duties  of  the  Zila  Panchayat,  its 
Adhyaksha  and  Committees  shall  vest  in  and  ba  exereised, performed 
and  discharged  by  such  Administrative  Committee  or  the  Adminis- 
trator, as  the  case  may  be.1' 

Chaptbr-IV 

Miscellaneous 

6.  (1)  The  Uttar  Pradesh  Panchayat  Laws  (Amendment)  Ordinance, 
2000  is  hereby  repealed. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  such  repeal,  any  thing  done  or  any  action 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  principal  Acts  as  amended  by  tbo 
Ordinance  referred  to  in  sub-section  (1)  shall  be  deeped  to  have 
been  done  or  taken  under  the  corresponding  provisions  or  the 
principal  Acts  as  amended  by  this  Act  as  if  this  Act  were  in  force  at  all 
material  times.

3.  For  section.  12-B  ol  the  principal  Act,  the  following  section  shall  be

"12-B  (1)  A Gram  Panchayat  shall  ordinarily  meet  for  the  transaction  of 
Meetings  ol  Grain  business  at  least  once  every  month  but  two 
months  shall  not  intervene  between  two 
consecuti  ve  meetings: 

Provided  that  the  date  to  be  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  a Gram 
Panchayat,  shall  be  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  its  constitution. 

(2)  the  meetings  ol  the  Gram  Panchayat  shall  be  held  at  such  place  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed."

(a)  in  the  heading  the  words  "and  Up-Pradhan"  shall  be  omitted 

(b)  for  sub-section  (l)  the  following  sub-sections  shall  be  substituted,

“(I)  The  Gram  Sabha  may  at  a meeting  specially  convened  for  the 
purpose  and  ot  which  atleast  15  days  previous  notice  shall  be  given, 
remove  the  Pradhan  by  a majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the 
Gram  Sabha  present  and  voting. 

( 1 -A)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  section  11. 
one-third  of  the-  members  of  (he  Grain  Sabha  shall  form  the 
quorum  for  a meeting  under  sub-section  ( 1 )." 
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(c)  in  sub-section  (3)  for  ilie  words  "two  years"  the  words  "one  year" 
shall  be  substituted. 

5.  After  section  14-A  of  the  principal  Act,  the  following  section  shall  be 
rted,  namely: — 

" 14-B(  1 ) The  Grain  Panchayat  may,  at  a meeting  specially  convened  for 
Removal  of  lip-  die  purpose  and  of  which  at  least  fifteen  days 
Pradhan  previous  notice  shall  be  given,  remove  the 

Up-Pradlian  by  a majority  ol  two-thirds  of  the  members  ol  the  Gram 
Panchayat. 

(2)  A meeting  for  the  removal  ol  a Up-Pradhan  shall  not  be  convened 
within  two  years  of  his  election. 

(3)  If  the  motion  is  not  taken  up  for  lack  of  requisite  majority  at  the 
meeting,  no  subsequent  meeting  for.tlie  removal  of  the  same  Up-Pradhan  shall 
be  convened  within  two  years  of  the  date  of  die  previous  meeting. 

(4)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  procedure  for  the 
removal  of  a Up-Pradhan,  including  diat  to  be  followed  at  such  meeting,  shall 
be  such  as  may  prescribed." 

CHAPTER— III 

Amendment  of  the  Uttar  Pradesh  Kshettra  Panchayats  and 
Zila  Panchayats  Adhiniyam,  1961 

6.  In  section  61  of  the  Uttar  Pradesh  Kshettra  Panchayats  and  Zila  Panchayats 
Adhiniyam,  1961,  hereinafter  in  this  chapter  referred  to  as  die  principal  Act,  for  sub- 

ction  (1),  the  following  sub-section  shall  be  substituted,  uainely:— 

*‘(1)  A Zila  Panchayat  shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  least 
once  in  every  two  months: 

Provided  Utat  the  date  to  be  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  a Zila  Panchayat, 
shall  be  widtin  diirty  days  from  the  dale  of  its  constiludon.” 

7.  In  section  84  of  the  principal  Act,  for  sub-section  (1),  the  following  sub- 
section shall  be  substituted,  namely: — 

•‘(1)  a Kshettra  Panchayats  shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  least 
\ once  in  every  two  mondis: 

Provided  that  the  date  to  be  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  a Kshettra 
Panchayat,  shall  lie  within  thirty  days  from  die  dale  of  its  constitution." 

8.  In  section  239  of  the  principal  Act,  in  sub-section  (2),  in  die  list  in  item  F 
relating  to  public  safety  and  convenience,  clause  (a)  shall  be  omitted.

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STATEMENT  OF  OBJECTS  AND  REASONS 

The  term  of  various  Panchayats  constituted  under  the  United  Provinces  Panchayat  Raj  Act,  1947 
and  the  Uttar  Pradesh  Kshetlfa  Panchayats  and  Zila  Panchayats  Adhiniyaxn,  1961  is  five  years  from  the  date 
to  be  appointed  for  first  meeting  after  their  constitution.  The  said  Acts  do  not  provide  any  time  limit  for 
fixing  the  dale  of  first  meeting  of  the  Panchayats  alter  their  constitution,  consequently  there  is  no- 
uniformity  in  the  duration  of  the  Gram  Panchayats,  Kshettra  Panchayats  and  Zila  Panchayats  in  the  Slate, 
as  a result  of  which  it  becomes  difficult  to  hold  elections  of  the  aforesaid  Panchayats  simultaneously 
throughout  the  State. 

2.  The  United  Provinces  Panchayat  Raj  Act,  1947  provides  that  the  Gram  Panchayat  may, 
at  a meeting  specially  convened  for  this  purpose,  remove  the  Pradhan  by  a majority  of  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members.  As  the  Pradhan  is  elected  directly  by  the  members  of  the  Gram  Sabha,  it  has  been 
considered  expedient  that  the  members  of  the  Grain  Sabha,  who  elect  the  Pradhan,  should  be  given  power  to 
remove  him. 

3.  Section  239  of  the  Uttar  Pradesh  Kshettra  Panchayats  and  Zila  Panchayats  Adhiniyam,  1961 
empowers  the  Zila  Panchayats  Adhiniyam,  1961  empowers  the  Zila  Panchayats  to  make  bye-laws  inter  alia 
for  the  regulation  or  prohibition  of  any  description  of  traffic  in  the  streets.  In  exercise  of  the  said  powers, 
the  Zila  Panchayats  auction  the  Padav  Adda  (llaltages)  and  thereafter  the  contractors  realise  tax  on  the 
vehicles,  causing  inconvenience  to  the  general  public. 

4.  It  has,  therefore,  been  decided  to  amend  die  aforesaid  Acts  to  provide  for, — 

is 

. (1)  making  it  obligatory  for  the  Panchayats  to  appoint  a date  for  their  first  meeting  within 

diirty  days  of  dieir  constitution;  ✓ 

(2)  conferring  power  on  Gram  Sablut  for  die  removal  of  Pradhan; 

(3)  omission  of  clause  (a)  of  item  T’  of  the  list  in  sub-section  (2)  of  section  239  of  the 

said  Adhiniyam  of  1961. 

I he  Uttar  Pradesh  Panchayat  Laws  (Amendment)  Bill,  2001  is  introduced  accordingly. 
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
